Tlh^CoiaiLty Court Judges 

It may not bo geuoraliy known that 
the County Court Judgei petitioned 
the authorities at Ottawa against the 
Act passed in 1874 entitled "An Act 
for the better administration of Jus- 
tice,"— better described as an Act to 
give Provincial Ministers undue in- 
fluence over the Judges. Thoro can 
be little doubt that the act in question 
owes its disallowance to that petition. 
The facts presented in tho potition 
constituted the ground-work of the 
elaboraoo and lucid arguments of the 
Minister of Justice Tho petitioners 
contended that tho Local Legislature 
had not jurisdiction to pass a measure 
authorizing the Local Government to 
require that any particular Couuty 
Court Judge shall reside in any par- 
ticular place, or even that he should 
hold any particular Court, inasmuch 
as all are County Court Judges having 
jurisdiction over the entire Province. 
They further alleged that the Act in 
substance conferred cn tho Local Gov- 
renment power to appoint any County 
Court Judge for apartfcalardistriot^ow 
or of appointment which belongs alone 
to the Governor-General; and tuui 
any such power of control by the Lo- 
cal Government carries with it the 
powtr of rewarding such Judges as 
may bo favored bv the Ministry of the 
day by transferring them to more 
agreeable posts or visiting displeasure 
upon those who were tho reverae by 
consigning them to tho inhospitable 
districts of the interior, all which is 
incompatible with a continued faithful 
and unbiassed discharged by the 
County Court Judges of their judicial 
functions. The first ground is sub- 
stantially sustained by the Minister of 
Justice. In regard to the last, the' 
• Minister of Justice, after a careful ie- 
view of the history and position of the 
present encumbents, says, "Tho un- 
dersigned is of opinion that the third 
provision of the Act authorizing the 
Lieutenant-Governor to appoint the 
places at which such County Court 
1 Judges shall reside from time to time 
is practically assuming a power of ap- 
pointment of J udges," and he advises 
the disallowance of the Act. Revert- 
ing' to the arguments of the Minister, 
the question of travelling expenses is 
incidentally touched, and the rule is 
laid down that, "taking the namo of 
the Judge in connection with the dis- 
trict for which he w is acting as Judge 
at the time of the Union" with reference 
also to his place of residence, in such 
district, or if not resident therein, then 
that of such place aa would reasonably ti - 
bia place of residence, travelling allow- 
ances be given as from thence to tli 
Courts in his district, either at a fixed 
scale per diem or an annual snm." An 
other point of greater public interest is 
touched. Reference is made to an ad- 
dress of the Local Legislature, passed in 
the session of 1872, asking the Lieutenant 
Governor to move the Dominion Gov 
eminent to appoint Barristers as County 
Court Judges, and also to an Act passed 
in the same year entitled "The County 
Court Judges appointment Act, 1872," 
and to a dispatch from the Lieutenant 
Governor, expressing the views of his 
Government, that the Province should be 
divided into the County Court districts 
and professional gentlemen appointed as 
Judges. On this subject the Minister 
merely remarks. "No action, however, 
was taken upon it, the division into 
County Court districts not being tho duty 
of Canada." So, then, Columbia is still 
without Judges learned hi the law be- 
cause her Ministers were unable to distin- 
guish between Fedeial and Provincial 
duty!

The Court assembled at 10 a. in., wrhen 
the trial of Toiua for murdor was resum- 
ed. 

Mr. McElmon closed for the defence. 

Kg Ho said that the ehnrgo againat the pri- 
5 aoc«r was of a moBt serious nature— of 
most solemn importance to him, and he 
trusted tho jurj would dismissfroni their 
minds all impressions they might Intro 
received outside. He was satisfied that 
snoh a request was raally not necessary 
when ho saw before him mon of Biioh in- 
telligenoo and standing, and had obHorr- 
ed their close attention, from which ho 
VM assured tl>at tho ease of tho prisoner 
■would rooeivo at t heir hands tho most 
earnest and careful consideration; that 
thoir vardict would bm such that when 
hsreafter thej looked back upon it they 
would fool that thoir duty as jurymen 
had been faithfully performed. In the 
quiet burial ground of tho Sooko tribe 
lay the body of tho unfortunate jtfoknla, 
stricken down, humanly speaking, by 
whisky, and. there in tho criminal box 
tood Baptiste, his faithful and constant 
friend, charged trith wilfully murdering 
him. He trusted. the time would shortly 
come when by legal enactment in a simi- 
lar case tho whisky-seller would stand 
indicted by tho side of tho prisoner as an 
accessory before tho fact, for selling to 
persons not by habit or education able 
to control themselves when under the in- 
fluence the vi!o compound sold to In- 
dians mder the name of whisky. Tho 
■ prisoner and deceased were good friends, 
and there was no motive or malice to ac- 
tuate tho prisonor and such inalico was 
an essential of murder. The authorities 
•honld have held an inquest and ascer- 
tained by medical skill the oauso of 
death. Ho referred to the looseness of 
tho testimony of tho Indian witnesses. 
The jnry were asked to rind a verdict of 
guilty upon tho testimony of one wit- 
ness, the#irl Ellen, who gave an iraprob- 

- able account. Why did the not disclose 
Trhat.slioallegesduring the days before the 
body was found ? This looks suspicious, 
especially as tho Indians were looking 
for Mokala. He submitted thnt she 
ought not to be believed. Ho pointed 
oat several differences between her tes- 
timony before the committing Justice 
and that given beforo tho Court, and 
went through all tho evidence. Tho me- 
dical testimony showed that death did 
not follow in consequence of tho blows 
as described ; that tho evidence was not 
conclusive and a caso had not been made 
out beyond a reasonable doubt which tho 
law required , and cited law to show the 
difference between murder and man- 
•laughter, The conduct of tho prisoner 
•inoe the alleged murder had not shown 
guilt; ho could have escaped had ho so 
i chosen'. He insisted that thoro should 
not be a conviction en such ovidonao and 
closed by asking the jury to give the 
ease their most oarnest and careful con- 
sideration and trusted in tho justness of 
their vordict. This is a mere synopsis of 
Mi. McElmfln's speech, which occupied 
two hours in delivery. 

Mr. Drake closed for the prosecution, 
goingovor tho evidence and commenting 
upon it in a very able and conciso man- 
ner. 

Judge Cray, in delivering his charge, 
said the prisoner and tho deceased ap- 
pear to have been friends and neighbors. 
I regret, with tlie counsel for the de- 
fence, that an inquest was not held no that 
we might know with certainty the cause 
of death; yet wo can deal with tho matter. 
1 The prisoner is charged with the death of 
Mokala; the question was not so much 
of particular injuries, but what injuries 
wore tho cause of death. If the fatal in- 
juries inflicted wero sufficient, then tho 
prisoner is answerablo if it bo murder. 
Tho theory of the defence is that the par- 
ty* whilo intoxicated, foil over the bank 
and thereby lost his lifo. The only 
djr.ect testimony is Ellen ; I can sea no- 
thing vindictive in her evidenoe. Your 
duty is to give every reasonable doubt 
in favor of tho prisoner. Was tho do- 
ceased disabled by blows and did bin 
death ensue from inability to lake care 
of himself after going over the bank. 
[Hero tho Judge read over nil the ovf- 
aonce. 1 The jury were to nay whether 
by the blows or the fall deceased died. 
Jollihois nays the prisoner told him the 
last time ho saw the Indian bo was drunk 
and he thought he hud fallen over tho 
cliff. We have the conduct of the pri 
Boner to confound Ellen. Unless yon be- 
lieve Ellen there is no evidence against 
the man. You cannot convict (1st) If 
you believe the party fell over from his 
own act; (2d) If you have reasonable 
doubts that prisoner struck and threw 
him over. There is no malice or virt- 
dietheness proved, but where one man 
taken a life without provocation ]t j 8 
jpnrdeV. it is up ejecuse tlinp the slayer 
Wps drunk. If thoro was provocation the 
crime is only manslaughter. I should be 
sorry to seo this man convicted of mur- 
der. If doubt do not go to tho extent of 
Moquittal yet you can find a verdict o! 
manslaughter. It might lie quite eon 
sistant with justice to bring in a verdiot 
of manslaughter, but not according to 
Uw. 

The Jury after an absence of 20 min- 
utes returned into Court with a vordict 
of manslaughter, 

Tho learned Judge said that tho Court 
agroed with tho vordict. 
• *Tl)o foreman, Mr. E. Wilson, on behalf 
Cft tho jury, then asked that thoy bo dis- 
charged for tho balance of the Term. 

Tho learned Judge, after consulting 
With the Sheriff, aooodod to tho request;

bank; but the morning dawned and the 
disgusted burglars loft without having 
obtained a dollar for their pains. 

Tho safe was one of Hall's, for the sale 
of which there is an agency on Market 
street in San Erancisco. Tho value of 
the tools left iu the bauk is estimutod at 
S400to.-i?500, the kit being one of tho 
most oomplote ever gathered, consisting 
of saws, cold chisels, files, spat ulus, dark 
lanterns, rubbor boso, centre punches, 
drills, jacks, combined ratchet stand and 
twist drills, and a pneumatic pump with 
apourtenanoes of tho greatost strength 
aud moBt elaborate pattern and t'miah. 

Supreme Court of Appeal. 

On motion for third readiag of tho Bill 
creating a bupremo Court of Appeal for 
tho Dominion, tho Hon. Mr. Bunstor 
said (we quote from tho Toronto Ulohi) 
that thereshould be in tho Supreme Court 
a judge from British Columbia, whero 
there was excellent legal tulont; it was 
desirable not only in the interest of the 
Pacific Province but also of the Domin- 
ion that saoh a jedge should be appoint- 
ed insomuch as jrdges of other Provinces 
know littlo about, the management of In. 
diau landsor of mining affairs. Ho mov- 
ed therefore, seconded by Mr. Cunning- 
ham, that this bill be not now read a 
third time, but that it bo referred back 
to thoCommittoo of the Wholo, for ths 
purpose of inserting a provision that at 
least one of tho Judges of the Court 
shall bu selected from trio bench or bur 
in British Columbia. 

The motion was opposed by Mr De- 
Cosmos, and was lost on division. 



What the Mainland Thinks, — Under 
the caption "Moro Plunder, ' the Main- 
land Guardian lias a scalping article on 
tho increased pay of Members' Bill, in 
which it takes the position that no con- 
stituency on tho Mainland will return a 
member who supported that measure 
The Herald, an o rgan of tho Govern- 
ment aud, consequently, not froe to say 
all it thinks, says respecting it: . "What- 
ever opinion may bo held as to tho mer- 
its of the bill, it cannot bo denied that 
tho lust session of Parliamont is the pro- 
per time to pass such a measure, so that 
it may come boforo tho oonstituenoits 
at tho general oleotion." Certainly non- 
committal enough, yet sufficiently indica- 
ting that it cannot afford to defond tho 
Bill itself. 



Appointment. — We have seen no con- 
tradiction of the rumor that Mr. Bobaon, 
editor of the Colonist, has boon offered a 
good position under tho Dominion Qot- 
ornmont — Paymaster of CP. It. Survey, 
we believe, and there is a very general 
impression that tho rumor is truo, Tho 
mere fact that wo have been for some 
time strongly opposed to Mr. Robaon in 
local polities cannot make us forget that 
in former days ho did good service in tho 
causo of Reform, nor can it abato the 
warmth with wliich wo oongratu late him 
on his happy roleaso from the grinding 
round of editorial toil.

LAST NIGHT'S DISPATCHES. 

Eastern States. 

New York, April 27.— Thousands of 
spectators gathered at St. Patrick's Ca- 
thedral this morning to witness the cero- 
raouy of conferring the berretta on Car- 
dinal McCloskey. There had been an 
enormous demand for tickets and num- 
bers who had them found great difficulty 
in gaining an entrance through the 
crowds. The streets in the immediate 
vicinity wero blocked with human beings. 
Tho interest manifested was so great that 
representatives from every part of the 
Union wero present. A number of front 
seats wero reserved for invited guests, 
and among those seated wero Chief Jus- 
tice Dalv, Judge Donohue, District At- 
torney Phelps, hon. Tuos. Murphy and 
many other well known citizens. At 10:40 
the head of the procession emerged from 
tho vestry, alcolytes leading, bearing tho 
procession cross and tall tapers. Then 
followed long lines of clergy, who after 
making genuflexions before tho high 
altar, passed down tho centre aisle which 
was soon packed. When the surpliced 
priesta had all taken their places, repre- 
sentatives of various religious orders be- 
gan to emerge from the vestry in their 
picturesque habits. When the proces- 
sionists had all been arranged iu their 
proper places there was an interval of 10 
minutes, during which the Clmroh was 
filled with music from tho Choir. The 
procossiou of prelates, at length emerged 
from tho vestry with slow and measured 
tread. As the magnificent spectacle be- 
gan to unfold it->elf tho scene was one 
which New York will probably never 
again witness. Picturesque robes ond 
swinging censors and dignitaries in pur- 
ple, preceded tho archbishops and bish- 
ops. Tho procession was closed by tho 
Celebrant of the Mass, Bishop Laugh) ill 
of Brooklyn; rev. Dr. McUlinn, assistant ; 
rev. lather McGrun, deacon; and rev. 
Father Kean, sub deacon ; Cardinal Mc- 
Closkey. and the Papal envoys, Dnbaldi 
and DeRossotti, and lastly the tall Qgure 
of Count Lenriaf in dazzling uniform. 
Cardinal McCloskey, wearing his nottihe. 
purple ouseris and mouleta, knelt at the 
episcopal sido of the altar. Tho Arch 
bishop of Baltimore and clergymen stood 
at the altar step and mass was commenc- 
ed. At the conjitebor the Cardinal stood 
up and was raised to his throne, ho 
alone of all the prelates present having 
tho pastoral staff, which was carried by 
an iiHeistant officiating bishop. Alter in- 
censing tho altar three times they sat 

dpwn with the deacon aud sub deacon. 

Bishop Laugh I 111 then read the tnlroit, 
recited Kt/ri a Leysou and intend Gloria in 
Excelnis, which was afterwards sung by 
tile Choir. Collects wore read by the 
Celebrant and an epistle by the sub dea- 
con, and while Bishop ^aughliq read the 
Gpspel thu entire congregation rose to 
their feet. He then chanted the Cr*tlo 
in unum dtum and in a low voi^o recited 
the remainder of the Cleed- When thjB 
who, concluded the Celebrant together 
with tho assistaut deacon and sub-deacon 
sat down until the choir had finished, 
Thon Bishop Ijiuijjh an returned to the 
altar, where, after tiie customary domiuus 
voblscum and ore/nun, he proceeded to read 
prayers at tlio Offertory. The deacon 
and suh-doacon then prepared the sacred 
vessels -and bread and ivino. Mtircan 
dantu quam dilesla was sung during this 
proceeding, the Celebrant, the archbish- 
ops and bishops rising and removing 
^heir (nitres, the jiriests and entire con- 
gregation also rising. At this time tho 
Church was a level sea of heads from 
right to left, from tho sanotuary to tho 
door, and tho right, left and oentre aisles 
wore ss full as thoy oould hold with poo- 
nlo who were glad to get standing room. 
When tlio bell tinkled to announce the 
opening of the canon or solemu part of 
the ceremony, those who wero standing 
mado an nttompt to kneel, but were una 
bio to do so they wore massed so tightly 
together, and tho rare apootnelo was 
witnessed of hundreds standing up dur- 
ing tho oonaeoration. Towards tho end 
of tho mass was introduced the curious 
oeromony of giving the Kiss of Peace. It 
is not exactly a kiss but an inclination of 
heads togothor, while tho hands rest on 
oaoh other's arms.

[ and loft throughout the crowded sanctu 
ary. When mass was finished the inter 
eating part of the ceremony commenced 
Cardinal McCloskey rose and knelt oi 
the righthand sido of the altar. The 
Archbishop of Baltimore stenped down 
from his throuo and knelt at the leftside 
The audionco rose willi perceptible ex 
oitoment, and somo had the bad tasto to 
crowd up among tho clergymen on the 
sanctuary. MOns. Kosetti stood beside 
Archbishop Eagky and, in a low, clear 
voice, read n passage iu Italian from Pius 
Papa to his venerablia /rater, tho Arch- 
bishop of Baltimore setting forth tho 
reason which induced him to confer the 
Cardinalato on Archbishop McCloskey 
and at tno closo handed him tho bri.'f 
ordering him to confer theBorettaon ihia 
newly appointed Prince of tho Church. 
The Arohbishop, having replied in Latin, 
passed tho brief over to Father McLean' 
doucoii of tho mass, who thon read it! 
Count Mansfoihio then surrendered the 
Berettato Mon. Rosotti, who handed it to 
Archbishop Bagley, who theu turned it 
ovor to tho Cardinal and planed the cap 
on his head, at tho samo time addressing 
him in Latin as Ementia tua. The Car- 
dinal made a suitable reply, also in Latin 
and after the Te Deum, ho proceeded to 
tho vestry and put on tho crimson robes 
of high offico and returned to ;lm altar 
whilo they Bung tho Te Beam at tho close 
which tho Cardinal gave poutifical bene 
diction. Tho ceremony hero ended aud 
the inimeiiHo crowd passed out of the 
Cathedral.
